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Negro Lawyers Vie For Y. Islands Judgeship 

In the GOP’s most competitive race, a total of 47 
topflight U. S. Negro lawyers are seeking appoint- 
ment as successor to Federal Judge Herman Moore 
in the Virgin Islands, party sources disclosed in 
Washington. The post, first national judgeship re- 
ported reserved for a Negro, pays $17,500 yearly and 
is for a 10-year term. Because of the volume of ap- 
plications, party leaders named a special committee 
to screen the candidates and recommend the leading 
four to the White House. 

Among those believed in the race are Howard Uni- 
versity secretary James M. Nabrit, Chicago lawyer 
Euclid Taylor, and Cleveland attorney Chester H. 
Gillespie. Democratic Judge Moore’s term expired 
June 30, but he reportedly asked to remain on the 
bench until August in order to qualify for retire- 
ment. 

Although officials refused comment on Judge 
Moore’s request, they said a Republican will be 
named to the post. 
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Hold White Mississippian For Kidnap Of Girl, 7 

A “well thought of” Mississippi white man, who kid- 
napped a seven-year-old Negro girl, threatened to kill her, 
then was captured when an alert motorist spotted his 
bullet-riddled car, was held in $5,000 bail at Meridian for 
an August grand jury hearing. Police said Earl Morris, 
45, “must have gone crazy,” and could find no motive for 
the kidnapping. Morris, officers reported, picked up Mattie 
Mae Clark in full view of the child’s mother, who was re- 
turning from a well 100 yards from their country home. 
The girl said Morris drove her to an abandoned mill, 
where a white neighbor, who pursued the car, fired sev- 
eral shots at the car while the youngster escaped. 


Mrs. Corienne Morrow Quits $10,000 FHA Post 

Mrs. Corienne R. Morrow, racial relations adviser to the 
Federal Housing Administration, blamed the administra- 
tion for fostering a home building program that counter- 
acts the Supreme Court’s school segregation decision, and 
resigned from her post with the agency. Once fired from 
the $10,000-a-year job, Mrs. Morrow was reinstated on 
orders of the Civil Service Comm. She will work with a 
New York intergroup relations organization.

Gen.’s office indicated that the tax returns 
of Powell himself were being investigated. Facing trial is 
Acy Lennon, 53, charged with evasion of $4,210 in taxes 
from 1949 through 1954 by claiming two non-existent sons. 
and failing to report funds from tax service clients at 
Powell’s Abyssinian Baptist Church. Meanwhile, Mrs. Hat- 
tie Freeman Dodson, another Powell secretary, is expected 
to surrender to the U. S. marshal in New York to begin 
serving a seven-month term for tax evasion. 


Blast Negro Home In White Atlanta Area 

An Atlanta man and his wife escaped injury when a 
heavy dynamite blast shattered the front porch, walls 
and two front rooms of a house they rented in a pre- 
dominantly white neighborhood. Mr. and Mrs. Carl 
Haynes were sleeping in a back bedroom when the early 
morning blast shattered six windows in a white-occupied 
house next door. Officers found an electric wire leading 
around the house from the point of the explosion, in- 
dicating the dynamite was set off by battery contact. 
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FLA. BUS BOYCOTT STALEMATED; 
With the Tallahassee (Fla.) Cities Transit Co. boycot- 
ted out of business, Negroes again turned down proposals 
by city commissioners designed to meet two of their de- 
mands and restore service in the bus-less city of 40,000.

A blind, Los Angeles Gi, who charged that two police- 
men beat him while arresting him on drunkenness 
charges, and forced his wife to walk on her broken ankle 
without crutches, pleaded not guilty to the charges and 
was scheduled for a July 25 hearing. Wilson White, who 
lost his eyes in a land mine explosion in Italy while with 
the 92nd Division, was examined by a doctor who said he 
was suffering a severe contusion of the shoulder and was 
on the verge of a hysterical breakdown. White and his 
wife had been attending a blinded veterans affair at an 
American Legion hall prior to the incident. 





Runaway Mule Drags S. C. Farmhand To Death 
A 45-year-old farm worker who became entangled 
in the traces of a mule hitched up for plowing, was 
dragged to his death near Scotia, S. C. John James 
had been riding the mule in a field and apparently 
fell in the traces. The frightened animal dragged 
James two miles before it was stopped.

NAACP $149,756 In Black At End Of 1955 

NAACP income for 1955 topped the $4 million mark 
and more than a $4 million was spent for salaries, the 
organization revealed in its 47th annual report released 
in New York. A $149,756 operating balance remained 
after expenditures of $522,422, and of the NAACP’s 
$672,422 income, $318,177 came from memberships—the 
largest single source of funds. The 1955 balance was 
$132,329 over the previous year’s balance, with net in- 
come topping that of the year before by $206,357. The 
report further disclosed that the association had 284,089 
members in 1,080 branches at the end of 1955.

A petition to force the Alabama branch of the NAACP 
to supply detailed information on its operations in the 
state was filed in Montgomery Circuit Court by State 
Atty. Gen. John Patterson. Patterson said the data is 
needed for a July 17 hearing on a motion by the NAACP 
to suspend an injunction against the organization. 








‘Negro Invasion’ Of Florida Beaches A ‘Dud’ 

A rumored “Negro invasion” of public beaches in Jack- 
sonville and Clearwater, Fla., failed to materialize, but 
put a damper on Fourth of July holiday crowds. Jackson- 
ville Police Chief Chiles Franks said he placed 90 auxili- 
ary police on standby basis, but that he had feared mostly 
that white people looking for trouble would “get some in- 
nocent Negroes into trouble.” Meanwhile, at Clearwater, 
the City Commission passed an emergency ordinance to 
block Negro use of the causeway connecting the city with 
the beaches. 


Dallas Lawmakers Sidetrack Bus Segregation Demand 
An attempt by the Texas White Citizens Council to 
force the Dallas Transit Co. to go back to segregated oper- 
ation was sidetracked by the City Council, which took the 
proposal “under advisement” for an indefinite term.

Louisiana, which showed the greatest increase over the 
same period (161,410 over 107,844) had only 886 Negroes 
registered in 1940. Mississippi dropped from about 20,000 
in 1952 to 10,000 in 1956. The southwide total is estimated

Sometime we as Negroes must think of the 
country’s welfare and not just our own. We must learn 
not to get angry, but to get smart.” 
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GET ANGRY ABOUT CIVIL RIGHTS 


Noticeably quiet during Southern racial uprisings fol- 
lowing the Supreme Court’s school desegregation ruling, 
Dawson’s first public stand was in sharp contrast to other 
Negro leaders. Said he: “Some of our race leaders are 
power drunk from the successes of the segregation fight. 
They believe every Negro should think alike. They leave 
no room for differences. In the end, they will lose the 
friendship of the white people who have stood beside 
them for years.” 

When Dawson was praised by a Mississippi lawmaker 
after the school bill vote, he replied: “I may disagree with 
you, but I’ll never sink to the level of calling names or 
shooting off my mouth with a lot of blah-blah.” 

The keys to the success of the Albany, Ga.,-born, ex-rail- 
road porter are political insight and a devout party loyal- 
ty. Chairman of the House Finance Committee (that

Britain declared that it will not give up 
the territories without consulting the million natives and 
Parliament.

Say 9 Of 10 Jamaican Prisoners Homosexuals 

A survey of prison conditions on the Island of Jamaica 
revealed that nine out of 10 prisoners are homosexuals. 
One of two commissions studying island penal conditions 
said crowding as many as three men into cells too small 
for even one man caused the condition and led to violent 
jealousies and numerous cases of wounding. 


Nigerian Among 30 Dead In Kano Air Crash 

A British Overseas Airways plane, bound from Lagos, 
capital of Nigeria, to London, crashed in flames while 
taking off from Kano (in Northern Nigeria) killing 30 
persons and injuring 18. Only Nigerian victim among the 
passengers was Mrs. Funso Okuboyejo, bound for England

A 3l-year-old Philadelphia man, Pete Williams, 
was arrested and charged with murder after he 
slashed his common-law wife, Theresa Barnes, 33, 
to death because she asked him for a cigarette. Wit- 
nesses claimed that after the woman’s request Wil- 
liams said: “I won’t give you any, and if it’s the last 
thing I do, I’ll kill you.”

The Georgia Bureau of Investigation began a probe 
into the Griffin jail cell death of 60-year-old Walter Mann, 
convicted by an all-white jury of killing his white em- 
ployer, garageman Alton L. Pitts. The probe followed a 
coroner’s jury report that Mann died of arsenic poison 
administered by an unknown. 

Earlier the jury, trying to decide whether Mann com- 
mitted suicide or was murdered, learned from his cell- 
mate Charlie Parker that Mann said several times he 
would like to take his life and end it all. Parker also re- 
vealed that a candy bar was the only food Mann ate just 
before he became violently ill and died. How he got the 
candy remained a mystery. 

Other factors figuring in the case included testimony 
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Smith later that if the law had allowed tape recording 
admitted as evidence, Mrs. Cole probably would be 
“standing here today.” Meanwhile, an autopsy was or- 
dered on the body of detective De Talent, an apparent 
suicide. Police said he had once been stabbed by a man 
who tried to snatch the Cole recordings from him.

Now, they call him Streakin’ Deacon, but his real 
name is Charlie Jones. When he was a little kid in 
St. Paul, he used to race against the streetcars. 
While playing for Boys Town in Omaha, and weigh- 
ing a mere 143 pounds, he made the Nebraska All- 
State football team. He also captained a champion- 
ship basketball squad and won the mile run in two 
state track meets. Last winter, as a grown-up, 21- 
year-old student from the University of Iowa, the 
Deacon proved he can be a tough guy. In snow, 
wind, ice and 12-degree temperature, he won the 
National Collegiate cross-country title at Michigan 
State. And in the recent Olympic trials at Los An- 
geles, he qualified for a fall trip to Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, by finishing a stout second in the 3000-meter 
steeplechase. For the Deacon, running just seems to 
come naturally. 

Over in East Lansing, Mich., lives a friend of 
Jones’ named Tooson. This guy, Tooson, likes to 
tell a story from their childhood: “We’d been 
somewhere, Deacon and I, and it came time to 
go home. We headed for the streetcar. I rode 
maybe a mile or a mile and a half, got off and 
went into a drug store to wait for Deacon. I 
ordered pie a la mode, and just as they fixed it 
for me, in comes Deacon and helps me eat it.” 
Nobody seems to know Jones’ limit as a runner. 

Unfortunately, he temporariiy lost his eligibility at 
Iowa last spring and was forced to compete as an 
independent in the trials. Iowa coach Frank Cretz- 
meyer sees Jones as being, potentially, better than a 
four-minute miler. In addition to the steeplechase 
and cross-country, the Deacon also hurdles. All of 
which explains how he made it to that pie so fast! 
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20 NEGRO STARS QUALIFY FOR 


An even 20 Negro athletes qualified for the United 
States’ 1956 Olympic track and field team in recent trials 
at Los Angeles. Including relay-team qualifiers, but ex- 
cluding alternates, the full squad is composed of 56 ath- 
letes, generally rated as the finest group the U.S. ever has 
sent to an Olympiad. This year’s games will be held at 
Melbourne, Australia, in November. 

In two events—the hop, step and jump and the high 
jump—Negroes made clean sweeps of qualifying positions. 
In the hop, step and jump, the U.S. will be represented by 
Ira Davis of LaSalle College, who set a new meet record of 
51'434”; George Shaw, New York Pioneer Club; and Bill 
Sharpe, West Chester (Pa.) State Teachers College. In the 
high jump, the U.S. possesses the world’s first athlete to 
soar 7 feet or over, Charlie Dumas of Compton (Calif.) 
College. He will be supported by Vern Wilson, Santa Clara 
(Calif.) Youth Club; and Phil Reavis, Villanova. 

Dumas, with his startling mark of 7’4%”, and Lou Jones 
(U. S. Army) with a new world 400-meter record of 45.2s 
ranked as two of the three most outstanding performers 
in the qualifying events. They were joined as super stars 
by Bobby Morrow (white), of Abilene Christian (Texas), 
who won both the 100-meter and 200-meter qualifiers. 

Morrow’s victories marked an oddity: for the first time 
in years, no Negro was able to win one of these favored 
two sprinting events. 

But in another development: Negroes showed new 
strength in distance runs and in a field event. Jerome 
Walters, Southern California Striders, and Ted Wheeler 
of Iowa finished one-two in the 1,500-meter run. Walters 
won in 3:47.6. Charles (Deacon) Jones, an Iowa student 
running as an independent, finished a stout second in the 
3,000-meter steeplechase. His time was 9:00.6, three- 
tenths of a second slower than winner Phil Coleman’s 
mark. Ken Bantum of Manhattan College finished second 
in the shot put with a record of 59634”.
